Dictionaries say a millionaire is ‘‘a person ‘ 
whose possessions are Valued ata million or more, 
as pounds or dollars.’’\ The official definition is 
Loased upon studies which show that when in- 
comes reach and: pass $100,000 their great bulk 
comes from dividepds and interest on investments, 
in other words, from’ “‘possessions.’’

6633 Millionaires in 1916. 


On this basis, then, millionaires in the United 
States increased from 
19165, and to 6633 in 1916. That may be called ( 
the new “normal,’’ for in 1917 the increase shown 
was only 31—-to 6664—and while the figures for 
1918 have not been audited and “studied” by the 
Washington experts, enough has been learned 
from them already to indicate strongly that the 
number was not changed materially in, the last 
year of the war. ‘ 

The new -millionaires are products of the war. 
Their number increased 1476 in its first year. In 
its second year the rate of increase was almost 
twice as great, for 1916 had 2809 more than 1915 
had. The fact that in 1917 the net growth was 
only 31 does not reveal the true situation. In 
that year 402 new members of the $100,000-,- 
year class were recorded, and 18 in the $150,000- 
u-year class. The net of 31. results from the fact 
that there were losses of 389 in the classes above. 


12 Saloon Keepers in This Class. 


In connection with individual incomes, it is 
interesting to note that 11 men listed as saloon 
keepers returned incomes of $250,000 each and 
one returned $100,000. One architect earned 
$200,000, two $150,000 each and two $100,000 
each. One artist returned $250,000 and under 
the classification of “authors, editors and re- 
porters,”’ eight returned incomes of $100,000, 
two of $150,000, two of $200,000, one $250,000, 
one $300,000 and one $500,000. Of the lawyers 
and judges, 108 returned $100,000 each: 44 
$150,000; 18; °$200,000; 10, $250,000; 8, $300,- 
000; 4, $400,000; 10, $500,000; 2, $1,000,000, 
and 2, $1,500,000. In the theatrical profession 
five returned incomes Of $100,000.each; 4, $150,- 
000 each; two $200,000 each; two, $250,000 
each, and one $300,000. This includes movie ac- 
tors and actresses among who million-dqar in- 
comes are supposed to be common.

Six theatrical man- 
agers returned $100,000 each; five, $150,000:

000; two, $260,000; four, $300,000; seven, $400,- 
000: two, $600,000. 

Two clergymen returned $100,000 each and 
one $150,000. Ten doctors returned $100.000 
each; six, $150,000; four, $200,000; one, $250,- 
000;

000, and one $150,000.

In chief, it preserves for the Osage 
Indians until 1956 an income of one- 
sixth of the oil production of their 
lands, which amounts to approxi- 
mately $5000 a year for each man, 
woman and child in the tribe. Oth- 
erwise the Indians will lose this in- 
come in 1931. 

The disposition of these valuable 
| lands was determined by an act of 


ithe allotment of the surface land 
‘among the individual members of 
'the tribe, but retained for the tribe 
as a whole for a period of 25 years 
the mineral rights on the land. At 
the end of that period the mineral 
rights were'to become the property 
of the owner of the surface land, 
“unless otherwise specified by Con- 
gress.”’

It was thought at the time of en- 

actment that the minerals all would 
be removed by 1931 when the trus- 
'teeship expires. However, although 
‘there are at present 5036 producing 
‘wells in the district of 1,400,000 
lacres, it now is apparent that the 
oil and gas cannot be extracted by 
that date. Consequently, the Indian 
office, from time to time, has eén- 
deavored to persuade Congress “to 
otherwise specify,” failing always, 
‘largely because the Oklahoma dele- 
gation iteself would not support the 
extension.

—those of the Indians, the owner 
of the surface land (chiefly whites 
who have purchased from the In- 
dians), the oil companies holding 
leases on the oil, the business inter- 
ests of the State at large, and, fin- 
ally, the Federal Government,

The larg- 
est of these was $34, 936,604, which was listed 
under “single men,”’ which seemed to indicate 
tnat it was the return of John D. Rockefeller, 
since widowers are single men under the income 
tax law. 

Another of these incomes amounted to $5,794,- 
559, which fell under the class of “single women, 
heads of families.” This may or may not have 
been Mrs. FE. H. Harriman, for it must be remem- 
bered that the Bureau of Internal Revenue takes 
every possible precaution to “conceal the net 
income and identity of taxpayers.” For the most 
pert, indeed, where the reports show but one or 
two items in a classification the items are 
grouped to prevent the giving of clews. 

The two others of the $5,000,000 group report- 
ed net incomes aggregating $16,611,216. 


Two Single Men Paid on $8,462,620. 


In the group of those between $4,000,000 and

bands and wives” aggregating $28,806,973. There 
were, in addition, two single men reporting $8,- 
462,620, making a total of $37,269,593 for the 
eight. 

In the group of those between $3,000,000 and 
34,000,000 there were three single men report- 
ing $10,245,144 and two heads of families re- 
rorting $6,653,841. 

In. the group of those between $2,000,000 and 
$3,000,000 there was one single woman reporting 
$2,384,274; five single men reporting $11,636,167; 
two single men, who were also heads of families, 
reporting $5,354,139, and 16 heads of families 
reporting $39,349,884. 

In the groups of those between $1,500,000 and 
$2,000,000 were two single women/reporting $3,- 
096,162; seven single men reporting $12,023,324, 
and 21 heads of families reporting $36,296,339, 
vile three wives, making separate returns from 
their husbands, reported $4,871,119.

His nearest rival 
was a member of a group of five, whose incomes 
from business totaled $12,544,969. 


$361,486,177 Taxes Paid by Millionaires. 


The total tax paid by the millionaires was $361,- 
486,177, an average of $779,262, although the ac- 
tual range was from $16,888 for those in the 
$190,000 class, to $4,937,731 for those in the $5,- 
000,000 class. The average rate of tax per $100 
was $20.14, as compared with $6.03 for all tax- 
payers. The range was from $13.92 for the $100,- 
000 class to $34.50 for the $5,000,000 class. 

The fact that substantially more than -70 
per cent of the income of these millionaires 
came from property suggests strikingly the close 
copnection between them and the corporations 
of the country. 

Manufacturing formed the chief group of these 
in importance, although not in numbers. The 
gross income in 1917 of 79,642 corporations in 
this group was $42,200,635,483, and their net in- 
come $5,558,732,752. Whe income and excess 
profits taxes paid by them were $1,326,960,480. 
Only 20,854 of these corporations failed to show 
net income during the year, and the deficit of 
these was only $177,272,383. 

Next to manufacturing corporations came those 
in trade, of which there were 91,057, with a gross 
fucome of $21,266,494,088, and aithot income of 
$1,381,084,336. Their income and excess profits 
taxes were $324,847,386. Of these 18,110 fafled 
to show net income, their deficits amounting to 
$99,976,444. 

Transportation and other public utility corpo- 
rations reported gross income of $8,525,097,231, 

and net income of $1,243,678,093. Their income 
and excess profits were $127,048,016. Of the 
26.442 corporations in this group, 7769 reported 
no net income, the deficits amounting to $60,- 


144,911.

It is known that 15 per cent of 
all incomes in the United States are 
in the class from $2000 to $3000. 
It is, therefore, possible to make an 
essentially accurate comparison be- 
tween the two years in the matter 
of salaries and wages. 

In 1816 the income of 437,036 
persons from “salaries, wages, com- 
missions, bonuses, directors’ fees, 
etc., amounted to $1,478,346,372.

ATER is essential to the life of

This is the only safe 
role. And we can tell when they need 
‘it by feeling the earth in which they are 
growing; so long as this feels moist the 
plants do not need Water. 

Plants should be watered with a spray, 
not with a cup or a giass. Those that 
can be moved should be placed where the 
water will not damage carpets or floors; 
these that cannot—such as large ferns or 
palnis—should have something spread on

N 1864 Jules Verne, the far-seeing French 
novelist, wrote a book of fiction called “A 
Trip to the Moon.” His heroes ascended on a 
visit to the orb of night in a cylindrical metal 
car, shot upward from the earth from a cannon 
charged with a great quantity of gun cotton. 
The resourceful Frenckman worked out and 
explained a most creditable theory for this celestial 
journey, but it was the purest fiction, and no one 
believed it would ever be possible to project any earth- 
ly object to the moon. 

But science works many miracles, and now comes 
along an American professor, Robert H. Goddard, with 
an improved design of sky rocket, which by experi- 
ment he has demonstrated to the satisfaction of the 
scientific world can actually carry through the 220,- 
000 miles of space separating us from the moon and 
land a center hit on that planet. 

Briefly, the principle involved in this latest space- 
demolishing marvel is that of multiple discharge. 
The rocket leaves the earth under force of an explo- 
sion in the lowest of a series of chambers loaded with 
smokeless powder. After reaching a certain altitude, 
chamber No. 2 is shot, giving impetus for a few more 
thousand feet upward. Then, at accurately timed and 
measured intervals, there are further discharges, which 
spur the rocket on its way. 

This seems as simple a matter as standing the egz 
on end, but in each operation knowing how was an 
essential point, and the necessary knowledge in case 
of the rocket came only by most intricate experiments 
and calculations of his own, and the learning by Prof. 
Goddard of all lore of scientists, mathematicians, as- 
tronomers and sages which had bearing on this par- 
ticular subject. Newton's laws of motion, and the 
very highest of higher mathematics played an impor- 
tant part in solving the problem. 

Of what lies on the earth's surface we have a fair 
relative knowledge. The last hundred years have 
added abundantly to the mass of human knowledge 
through aid of the scientists. Of what is only a short 
distance ahove and an ,even shorter distance below

the surface, however, little is known or understood. 
The atmosphere surrounding the earth extends out- 
ward about 200 miles, while thus far the highest level 
reached by recording instruments is 19 miles. 

For purposes of exploring the upper atmosphere 
Prof. Goddard's sending apparatus promises to be of 
incalculable value. If perfected, weather bureaus 
throughout the country can make profitable daily use 
of it in ferecasting meteorological conditions. Upper 
ait currents can be closely studied, which, in addi- 
tion to making weather predictions more accurate, 
will form the basis for compiling data for safe navi- 
gation by aviators. 

Thinking of Prof. Goddard's rocket and the things 
he maintains it will perform, brings to the lay mind 
a deluge of questions on difficuities to be overcome. 
This is especially true of persons having any acquaint- 
ance with ordinary types of ship rockets. The best 
of these ordinary rockets, such as are used as signals 
of distress at sea, have an active range of only a 
quarter of a mile, with the high- 
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“How are you going to know when you score a hit on 
Luna?’ <A _ actentist such as Prof. Goddard would 
not figure on hitting the moon without devising some 
way of recording so important an attainment. He 
has worked out this feature by experiments, just as 
he has all the other points. He proposes to aim at 
the dark area of our satellite and in the nose of his 
rocket place a large charge of flash powder, which 
will be ignited by impact, and the flare of which 

can be observed by powerful tele- 


est point of trajectory less than 
500 feet. : 

The best of the commercial! rock- 
ets now in use ejects the gas 
which sends it upward at a speed 
of about 1000 feet per second, 
while that of Prof. Goddard re- 
cords 8000 feet per second. This, 
incidentally, is the most rapid ve- 
‘locity in practical use, the muzzle 
velocity of projectiles from the 
greatest guns being only about 
3000 feet per second. 


The most important feature of 
the new device is that it includes 
a nozzle, constructed of the tough- 
est steel, through which the gas 
is ejected. This concentrates the 
force, instead of its being dissi- 
pated in the air, as in the old 
types. The explosive is located in 

a chamber opening through 
7 a small hole into the noz- 

zle. in the perfected work- 
ing model, the reloading 
cartridge will be located_in 
connection with this detonating chamber. 

It is argued that when the rocket emerges 
from the earth's atmosphere a vacuum will be 
encountered in the upper regions, in which the 
exploding gases’ will loose their power of pro- 
pulsion. Experiments by Prof. Goddard have 
demonstrated this feature is no drawback. He 
fired his rocket in a tank, from which the air was 
drawn, and found greater efficiency in the matter 
of propulsion than in the air. These results showed 
to a demonstration that the exploding, or rather ex- 
panding gases, constitute an actual! velocity of their 
own, regardless of air resistance. 


Another perplexing point to the casual observer is 
the enormous quantities of powder which must be 
required to send a rocket to the enormous heights 
contemplated. Almost to a grain, this quantity has 
been calculated and, results considered, it is astound- 
ingly small. The experimenter takes one pound as his 
unit mass, and to send this up 184,000 feet, 3.6 pounds 
of powder are needed; 377,500 feet, 5.1 pounds; 610,000 
6.4 pounds; 1,228,000, 9.8 pounds, and to reach beyond 
the earth’s influence of attraction, only 1.274 pounds 
inital mass. 

Explanation of this lies in a very simple principle, 
which anyone may easily understand. If you set an 
object in motion a considerable push is required to 
give it a certain speed, but a much smaller push will 
sustain this speed, or even increase it materially. 
This is exactly what happens to the rocket. At the 
intervals of time and space, when the rocket is on its 
way, the additional pushes are given by successively 
exploding charges. 

When once the influence of the gravitation, or the 
earth's attraction, has been passed, the rocket goes 
forward through space at a uniform speed—through iIn- 
finite space—and through eternity, unle@s it should 
bump its head against some distant star, or encounter 
a flying meteor or body of atmosphere out somewhere 
in ether. 

Then, naturally, the curious will immediately ask:

But, remark the skeptical, “how 
does he know at what’ distances 
flashes of magnesium powder can 
be seen? He knows, as he knows 
other details, by exact experiments 
and mathematical § calculations 
based on them. Briefly, his ex- 
periment consisted of exploding 
a given quantity of flash powder 
in a glass tube, from which the 
air had been drawn. The exact 
quantity was weighed and ™Mmeas- 
ured, and the resultant flash was 
observable at, say, two mflea, 
From this. he could figure just 
how much would be required to 
make light enough on the dark 
side of the moon so that it could 
be noted on the earth with the 
proper kind of telescope. 

Another objection is presented 
in the form of itinerant meteors. 
One of these might come in con- 
tact with the rocket and an 
expensive experiment would be shattered. Prof. God- 
dard has looked into the subject of meteors, and found 
that the probability of collision is negligible. 
Newton estimates that the average distance apart of 
meteors is 250 miles, so that with the vast areas of 
space, it is fairly safe to conclude that a rocket travel- 


ing 220,000 miles is not likely to have any unpleasant © 


encounter en route. 

The subject of meteors suggests another difficulty 
in connection with the rocket as a means of observ- 
ing upper stratas of atmosphere. [t is popularly 
known that when meteors strike the earth, they do se 
with such force as to be imbedded often 16 to 20 feet 
in the soil. Should they strike water or a harder sub- 
stance than the soil, they are virtually vaporized by 
the terrible compact. Now, when the observation rock- 
et comes down from its lofty trip, would it tot be 
blasted and broken, like visiting meteors? 


The scientist has devoted thought to this detail, 
s you need not worry about the rocket and its freight 
of scientific instruments. Meteors enter the earth's 
atmosphere moving at tremendous speed, which is 
but little slowed before terra firma is touched. The 
rocket ascends to a point of rest; the instant of time 
when its limit of upward motion is reached. From 
this point it descends, hence would have nothing like 
the downward velocity of a meteor. Still the fall 
would be sufficient to do damage, and to obviate this 
Prof. Goddard proposes a parachute, which will de- 
crease the velocity as denser air its reached

LaMancha and Alivante, Spain, on the Med- 
iterranean Sea. Good works they were, too, 
showing artistic inatinct and ability to observe and 
reproduce scenes and objects of daily life and ex- 
perience. 

The painters and races to which they belonged passed 
away in the onward sweep of evolution, and nothing 
was known of their artistic efforts until a few years 
ago, when one Pascaule Serran Gomez rediscovered the 
cave dwellings with the paintings in comparatively 
excellent state of preservation upon the hard stone 
walls. Gomez made

existence, which, happily for us, was finally won, due 
to the toughness and staying qualities of our ances- 
tors. 

Certain great animals, bones of which are now ex- 
hibited in natural history museums, roamed the earth, 
and man had probably just learned to master these 
creatures. His victory awakened the desire to hand 
down to posterity some record of feats of tribes and in- 
dividuals. This sentiment, coupled with an innate 
artistic instinct may have incited the troglddytes to 
essay painting. It can be easily conceived, also, that 
in the ice age, when the weather confined human be- 
ings closely within their dwellings, this graphic art 
formed a pleasant pastime. 


Prof. H. Breuil, one of the best posted men in 
-Europe. on such matters, made an exhaustive analysis 
of the subject. According to his description, the pic- 
tures form a remarkable painted frieze in which men 
and animals are depicted. Other frescoes of a similar 
character, both in artistic quality and in the indication 
of the fauna, had already been brought to light in 
other places in Spain—notably Cogul and Cretas— 
and can be related to 
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attitudes of the figures, to the fres- 
coes of South Africa. These repre- 
sentations are grouped in hunting, 
or perhaps warlike scenes. 

It is noted that the presence of 
the bow and arrow and the dog re- 
veals elements unknown in _ the 
French prehistoric art specimens, 
and one is led to deduct that there 
existed in the east of Spain during 
the late Palaeolithic period a Palae- 
olithic population, living also by 
hunting, but different in many re- 
spects from the French tribes, al- 
though infloeffeed in a high degree 
by their art. ; 

Putting aside, however, the esthet- 


tics, these unexpected human repre- 
sentations, coupled with what we 
know from other sources, of the in- 
dustry of the period, permit us now 
on good authority to reconstitute the life of these 
ancient and interesting Stone Age people. The student 
of anthropology can delve into their dai!y habits and 
customs, and describe them with astounding accuracy. 

These prehistoric tribes, when not compelled by the 
rigor of the climate to find their dwellings in caverns 
where they obtained protection from intense cold and

shelters on the sides of the valleys. One such shelter 
in represented in the drawings. Owing to some geo- 
Jogical accident or the work of nature (such as the 
great floods of long past ages) in the shaping of the 
valleys, more or less deep cavities were carved out of 


the rocky sides, which afforded accommodation for 


the tribe and a fair amount of security against attack. 

When these shelters happened to be situated close 
to a spring of good water and commanded a good sur- 
vey of the country around, they became places of con- 
stant habitation, and were occupied in turn by the 
successive races who dwelt in the land from the re- 
motest antiquity to modern times. 
The tribe whose artistic souvenirs 
have come to light, flourished in 
course of the last phase of the Ice 
Age up to its close. Its members, 
probably, were hunters and fish- 
ermen, and settled in a country 
where game and fish were plenti- 
ful.

alluvial deposits, landslips or fallen rocks and earth— 
extending along the valley, forming an excellent ground 
for exercise and play. There the boys learned the use 
and handling of weapons, the children romped about, 
the men practiced their shooting, while tne women pa- 
tiently did all the work of domestic science as known 
in that early day. 

Women would stretch and scrape the fresh skins, then 
with their bone needles and sinews, would make the 
tent coverings or any garments- that were needed. 
The game ‘killed by the hunters was cooked on the 
embers. The bones and antlers were cut and polished 
and sharpened on sandstone for various purposes, 
providing easy occupatjon for young and old members 
ot the tribe. Each followed his inclination, from the 
chipping of flint to the preparation of wood for bows, 
arrows and spears. 

Harpoon heads were chiseled and fishing tackle 
manufactured, and altogether everyone was busy, and 
doubtless happy. 

The sculptor caressed with loving care the polished 
surface of his ivory handiwork; and the painter 
profited by whatever light might illumine the recesses 
of the shelter to cover its rough walls with marvelous 
designs depicting episodes of the chase or other inci- 
dents, often adding new drawings to some older fig- 
ures; indeed, not hesitating to superimpose fresh 
compositions on some of greater merit traced there 
many years before by other artists of a long-departed 
race. 

Perchance the men would gather on the terrace 
for the performance of some religious rite before 
starting on a hunting expedition; or, after their roam- 
ing through the forests, would indulge in games, or 
simply rest in content, watching some dancing women 
after the meal of half-roasted meat had been disposed 
of under the eyes of the chief.

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Romance of American industry revealed when it legally became nec- 
essary to make public the identity of the mysterious ‘Mr. 
Smith’? who had been the great benefactor of an Eastern edu- 
cational institution in the last few years 


EWSPAPER readers, especially those 
who follow the welfare of education in 
all its reaches, have heard a great deal 
during the past eight years of the mys- 
terious “Mr. Smith’’ and his princely 
gifts to the Massachusetts Institute o: 
Technology. Every year or so would 
come the announcement from the late President Mac- 
laurin or some other high official of this big technical 
school, that “Mr. Smith” had made another large ad- 
dition to the endowment fund and more speculation 
would come, quite naturally, touching the identity of 
this modest giver. Many guesses have been made 
op this score and the names of Carnegie, Rockefeller, 
Frick and other famous gleaners in the field of Croesus 
were mentioned, but none of those qualified to speak 
for “Boston Tech,” as this great school is perhaps 
better known, would divulge the source. Something 
like $7,000,000 had been passed to the educational cof- 
fers and the name of “Smith” was still credited with 
the donations, when something came to pass that 
forced the lifting of the veil of secrecy and then the 
world learned for the first time that George Eastman, 
head of the Kodak Manufacturing Co. at Rochester, 
N. Y., which bears his name, was the benefactor. ° He 
had been “flushed” at last. 


In all, the gifts of the kodak king to the cause of 
technical training aggregated $11,000,000. Of this great 
fortune, $7,000,000 went to the officials of the “Tech” 
as “Mr. Smith’s” expression of support and good will 
to such an important branch of education. When the 
most recent remembrance came in the bulky sum of 
$1,000,000. which included 5000 shares of kodak 
stock, something just had to happen, and it did. The 
paper assigning the stock could not be camouflaged, 
as legal records cannot lie—thus,it was that George 
Eastman, who never had any educational advantages 
in early life, was “shown up,”. so to speak, in his true 
colors. Thus, too, it came to pass that the head of 
the great business at Roghester, which employs no 
fewer than 18,000 persons, was almost caught in the 
act of passing the money and when lie was pressed 
he just had to tell the: why and wherefore of his 
seemingly odd system. And the story he told advert- 
ed to educational opportunities he would be glad to 
see placed within reach of others, though they had 
been denied to him because he had to go to work ata 
very early age, since there was no other recourse. 


It was along about 51 years ago that George East- 
man, who was just getting into his fourteenth year, 
got his first employment. 
opening of this important chapter in his life his 
mother had to suffer much deprivation to keep him 
in the grammar school. As it was, he never actually 
finished in this modest seat of learning, as he was 
restive and wanted to be of some help to his mother. 
When he saw an opening for an office boy in a Ro- 
chester insurance agent's place he sprinted there ahead 
of the other applicants and received the appointment 
at a salary of $4 per week, which struck him at the 
time as a princely sum. He was born at Waterville, 
in Oneida County, N. Y¥., but moved to Rochester at 
the age of.6, with his parents. It was. shortly after 
this changé that the father died, leaving a widow and 
young boy with a scant allotment of the world’s 
goods. This explains the lad’s very early beginning in 
the business world and tells in an eloquent way why 
the education his mother craved for him had to be 
foregone. And in a way it explains his gifts under an 
alias, to the technical institution which bas alumni rep- 


resentation on nearly every great engineering project 


throughout the world. 


He began his first experiments in camera develop- 
ment while he was still in his teens, working part of 
the time in a savings bank and also as a bookkeeper 
for an insurance firm. Then came his inventions, 
patents and the great institution out of which millions 
of profits have been realized. -Counting all his gifts 
to other institutions and his employes, it is estimated 
that he has given away $27,000,000, but he is still a 
millionaire, and those who know him best seem to ac- 
cept it ‘as a certainty that he will continue to distribute 
gifts as long as the stream of fortune flows in his di- 
rection. 

Eastinan’s eyes are dark, clear and cool. They beam 
at times behind his gold-rimmed spectacles. Ruddy of 
face. the white hair shows beneath a black silken skull 
cap that covers spots where the hair has departed. 
He is rather short in stature, of medium build, and

“Why, I don’t think anybody 
should have expected me to,” he said. “It would have 
been vain dnd foolish.” If it hadn't been illegal for him 
to make his latest gift to Technology without public 
record, “Mr. Smith” would still be a mystery. 

Asked to talk about himself, George Eastman is 

but his 
friends, his employes, anyone in Rohester, will talk 
about him. Fact is, they brag about him. And, it 
actually displeases this man of millions. He does not, 
and hundreds of would-be interviewers have learned 
the genuineness of his assertion in the past half cen- 
tury, like personal publicity. Businegs man that he 
is, he knows the value of publicity in his business, and 
all this has been directed towards his cameras and his 
business. 

Just what he thinks of his personal gifts is perhaps 
best embodied in a speech that he made some years 
ago, one of the few—very, very few-—-times that he has 
ever consented to talk in public. Even. then it was 
extemporaneous. As the narrative runs, he was at- 
tending a dinner where funds were being raised for a 
charitable work. Despite his declination to be a 
speaker, the toastmaster called upon him. 

And this is what he said: 

“The rich man doesn’t really give anything. He 
only distributes part of his surplus. How much wis- 
dom and good judgment he exercises in seeing how 
this is used is, I suppose, all for which he deserves 
any credit. It is the person of moderate means, the 
poor man, who really gives.” 

When the identity of “Mr. Smith” was made known 
ania people who sought the kodak king for his 
reason in giving so many millions to the Massachu- 
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setts “Tech” found it no easy matter to separate h.m 
from his views. He did not feel communicative in 
the least, and it was a rather involved process getting 
his expressions, because of his indisposition to talk 
about himself of his benefactions. When he was 
asked specifically why he chose a school of technology 
instead of one of the other institutions he said: 

“Realization of what Technology is,” the manufac- 
turer answered. ‘For many years I had been coming 
in contact with men from Technology, ‘many: of them 
right in my employ here in this company. I'd been 
watching the progress of Technology for some time— 
I like to study things—and my special interest in 
Technology was due, no doubt, to the fact that I was 
constantly coming in contact with thé men who had 
come from there. 

“I had been watching the treasurer's report from 
Tech, too, and so when I came to the conclusion that it 
was time to help Technology, I asked Mr. Lovejoy, a 
Tech man who is with this firm here, to arrange an 
interview with Dr. Maclaurin. This was done by cor- 
respondence. The rest of the story is nothing;,1 met 
Dr. Maclaurin and talked with him. 
was going to help and so I made the first gift. I 
asked that it be recorded as from ‘Mr. Smith.’ The 
name—from nowhere, just ‘Smith.’ That's all. 

“Technology's future should be big. It has the 


faculty, it has the students and with the endowment» 


fund it has the money. 

“No, | have no advice to give to the institute or to 
Technology's men, nor would I attempt to advise them 
as to what their aims should be to further develop 
themselves and the part they should play in the future 
of the country. I don’t believe that it is possible for 
& man to go through there without having learned 
what his duty to his country is. Tech stands for what 
this country ought to be and Tech teaches how Amer- 
ica and American industry and commerce should be 
furthered and benefited. 

“College men, I believe, are destined to be more suc- 
cessful in the future than ever before. I think that 
the importance of education is growing all the time, 
In my day a man was not so much handicapped by 
competition as he is today. Every year sees thousands 
and thousands more of college men—highly trained 
men—and I believe that the importance of being edu- 
cated as much as possible is growing, and that it has 
been tremendously increased in importance by the war, 

“We all had the lesson of seeing the preferment 
which college men gained in the war and so, I believe, 
that aside from the benefits a man gets from a college 
education in enabling him to live a more rounded life, 
a college education is necessary because of the grow- 
ing importance of enabling him to successfully com- 
pete with others.” 

Asked to give his views on industrial conditions of 
today, Mr. Eastman said that he had no fear of the 
coming of chaos. “I think,” he asserted, “that indus- 
trial conditions are on their way to become better 
from now on. I have no fear of the coming years. 
As for the unrest, I believe that the fear will amount 
to just what American citizens allow it to. In other 
words, it will depend on just what firmness we use at 
this present time. 

“There are some things that may be temporized with, 
but the proposition to bring about a revolution by 
violence is not one of them. Americans are first of all 
Americans. -_ 

“The reason my name was kept a secret was because 
I desired it. I wanted to escape the personal notoriety 
of being fussed over for giving ia large amounts.”

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BOUT the only field not en. ompassed br the 
moving picture industry is the house of 
worship, and that achievement may not 
be so far in the future, either. Accord- 
ing to figures collected by the Rev. 
Leslie Willis Sprague of New York 
City, more than 5000 churches are now 
using films in one way or another. The motion pi-- 
ture sermon has already arrived. Mr. Sprague be- 
lieves in them, and makes this prediction: 


“The church that is not equipped to show motion 
pictures is as incomplete as a church without an or- 
gan. I! do not hesitate to predict that it is only the 
question of a brief time until hundreds and hundreds 
oi pastors use films as part of their regular Sunday 
services.” 

As the Rev. Dr. Sprague was the first minister to 
preach a sermon illustrated with motion -pictures as 
part of the regular Sunday service in a big New York 
church, he is well qualified to speak on the subject 
of the motion picture in the church. And as the head 
of the church department of the Community Motion 
Picture Bureau he.is ranked the best posted man in 
the country on the use of motion pictures for religious 
purposes. 

The Community Motion Picture Bureau does not sup- 
Ply films for theatrical purposes. Its efforts are con- 
fined to church or community showings, and its re- 
lation with the church is merely that of a supply serv- 
ice. It has a library of several thousand specially se- 
lected reels which are shipped to ministers to fit the 
subjects of their sermons. or if necessary with sugzes- 
tions for sermons based on the “lessons” they are sup- 
posed to teach. 

In short, there is now a circulating film library of 
sermons for up-to-date pastors. Naturally, this sim- 
plifies the work of preparing the weekly sermon, for 
the modern minister can-now turn to his catalogue, 
wire for any film he desires, and show it at the next 
service. 


Everyone has long -been aware that circulating ser- 
mons have been very popular with certain busy pas- 
tors; but there has always been more or less camou- 
flage about their use. A self-respecting clergyman 
does not like to have it known that the sermons he de- 
livers are not his own. But with the advent of film 
sermons, such embarrassing situations are entirely 
removed, for quality rather than originality ts most 
desired. 


“It will surprisgg most people to learn that there are 


more motion picture projection machines outside of 
theaters than in them,” said the Rev. 
Dr. Sprague recently. ‘Naturally, 
these machines are not used as much 
as the machines in the theaters, but 
the point I want to make is that the 
use of motion pictures need no 
longer be associated with the theater 
alone. There are upwards of 5000 
projection machines owned by 
churches throughout the country, 
more than a hundred of which are 
in New York. Most of these are in- 
stalled in parish houses, because the 
laws of the Romah Catholic and 
Protestant Episcopal churches forbid 
the showing of motion pictures in 
their sanctuariées. 


“However, many Methodist, Bap- 
tist, Presbyterian and Congregational! 
churches have installed projection 
machines in the auditoriums where 
their services are held, and the mo- 
tion picture is gradually becoming 
part of their Sunday services. Up 
to the present time the films are 
used only at the evening services, but 
it is only a question of time until 
their functions will be expanded. 


“Preaching to the eyes, as some 
clergymen call it, has so many ad- 
vantages that it cannot be neglected, 
if the church ig to keep its position 
as a community center. 


“In the first place, it is a scientific 
fact that 82 per cent of all our in- 
formation comes to us through our 
eyes. In the second place, the motion 
picture is the greatest invention 
since the discovery of movable print- 
ing types. Because some showmen f{ 
have debased its use is no reason 
why the church should refuse to em- 
ploy it. Asa matter of fact, I can 
give the commercial motion picture 
makers and esghibitors, a pretty clean 
bill of health. They have not done, 
nor are they doing, all they might do 
to make the motion picture worth 
while, but they must be commended 
for not being more corrupt than they 
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Company with an abundance of backing 
organized and ready to furnish an 
endless supply of films as special 
features for the places of worship 


—With the right kind of scenarios,

are. The power they have in their hands is enor- 
mous, and I am glad to say that they are not abusing 
it. 

“Motion pictures for church services must be care- 
fully chosen, and that is why the Community Motion 
Picture Bureau was organized,” continued Dr. Sprague 
“Every film which We issue to the churches taking our 
service is selected with great care and approved from 
every angle before it is placed in our catalogue. We 
realize that the average clergyman has not time to 
do this work. 

“For instance, suppose a clergyman in St. Louis wants 
to preach a sermon on Christian missionary work in 
Africa. He can wire us and we can send him a reel 
showing life in an African tribe before the arrival of 
missionaries, and a reel showing the improvements 
in living conditions one year after their arrival. No 
body of Christian men and women can see these two 
pictyres without being impressed by the worthiness of 
missionary work; and in half an hour the minister is 
enabled to make a far greater and more lasting impres- 
sion on his congregation than he could by a whole 
series of sermons. 

“More and more ministers are devoting their preach- 
ing time to the topics of the day, and by showing films 
of timely significance they are able to interest their 
congregations as never before. Our problem of. ‘Amer- 
icanization’ can be solved better by the churches than 
through any other medium-—if motion pictures are em- 
ployed—because in the majority of instgnces the church 
is the logical community center. Many churches in 
the Eastern cities are showing pictures one night a 
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week and attracting audiences that fill every seat. 
When one remembers that more people go to the 
movies on Sunday than go to the churches it seems 
strange that there should be any opposition to the 
use of motion pictures for religious purposes. You 
will recall the opposition to the installation of organs 
in many churches a few decades ago. And more 
recently the introduction of violins for chureh music 
was bitterly opposed. Several ministers have told 
me that certain members of their congregations have 
threatened to resign if motion pictures were ever 
shown in their ehurches. But the fact remains that 
more than 2000 Methodist churches are using them, 
and only last week a thousand Baptist churches de 
cided to employ them. | 

“For the downtown church—the church which is no 
longer in a residential district—it is quite a problem 
to attract a large congregation on Sunday nights. |! 
know, for I have had such churches mvself. Unless 
there is some distinguished visiting speater—a Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan, for instance—the church is pretty 
apt to be empty. But with a properly announced pro- 
gram of motion pictures such a church is certain to be 
crowded. And there are many films which are well 
worth showing—travel pictures and subjects which 
have a moral like ‘The Miracle Man,’ for instance. I 
would rather show ‘A Message to Garcia’ and have 10 
minutes to comment on it than anything else | know 
of For the right kind of a picture holds the attention 
of an audience more fixedly than the greatest orator 
in the world. 

“Of course, many of the so-called feature pictures 
have to be censored. “For instance, if I were to show 
‘Evangeline’ in my church [ would cut out the ‘vamp- 
ing’ scenes, which were put in to attract the low ele- 
ment. 

“And that is what this Community Motion Picture 
Bureau tries to do. Our representatives see every pic- 
ture that is shown anywhere, and the best are selected 
and edited for church and community purposes. It is 
a matter of selecting rather than .censoring, and the 
fact that we have shown over 500,000 programs for the 
Y. M. C. A. alone speaks for itself. 

“The tendency at the present time is for large mo- 
tion picture theaters to replace the smaller ones. 
There are fewer theatera in America today than there 
were two years ago. On the other hand, the nonthe- 
atrical use of motion pictures is growing with leaps 
and bounds. Twice as many churches are using them 
today as compared with a year ago, and the number 
will be dovbled again in the next twelvemonth. Timeg 
are changing. The church is obliged 
to keep abreast of them if it is te 
keep its influerice.” 

With the closing of the saloons it 
is reasoned that thousards of men 
who have been somewhat indifferent 
to the pealing of the church bells in 
the past will hearken to such sounds 
now that they have no other place 
to go, and that if they are given mov- 
ing pictares instead of long sermons, 


they will attend the call of the 
service. These are the men who heave 
not been churchgoers and many 


preachers believe that they mey be 
induced to come when a program of 
entertainment is blended with the se- 
rious aspects of the service. 


In the selection of stbjects much 
diplomacy, however, is necessary as 
too Violent a departure from scriptural 
themes might give serious offense te 
the older and more conservative wor- 
shipers, who are often most powerful 
in the congregations. The widespread 
movement among the churchmen te 
bring the men back from thelr wander- 
ings in other fields, might lead to a re- 
laxing of customs, even among the 
most severely formal, and such a policy 
of liberalism would admit pictures that 
would have created much antagonfam 
years ago. 

Those who are urging the general 
use of the movies in reverential places
